that coordinates a second data set relating to web page information from at least one 
distributed resource associated with at least a client of the server which interacts with 
the communication system; the second data set is utilized to 
refine the first data set, wherein refining the first data set comprises adding unknown 
information to the first data set when new information is received from the distributed 
source via the second data set or updating existing information in the first data set when 
changes have occurred in the contents of the web page information as indicated by the 
second data set. ". Claim 1 as submitted is in condition for allowance. Independent 
claims 37, 57, 61, 92, and 114, and subsequently, all their dependencies are also in 
condition for allowance.
